Washington— The difference be- 


tween the method used by the presi- 
dent of the United States and by the 
* senate in dealing with the press was 
never' more clearly illustrated than 
in the controversy that has develop- 
ed over the publication of the names 
of the senators who voted for or 
against confirmation of Roy O. West 
as secretary of the interior. 


When the senate, in executive ses- 


sion, voted against making the roll 
call public, it was assumed that ev- 
ery senator would use due diligence 
in keeping the roll call secret. But 
it appeared next day just as have 
innumerable 
documents 
(in 
past 


years which have been considered in 
executive session. 


The president of the United States, 


on the other hand, has no such dif- 
ficulty. He goes into executive ses- 
sion with the correspondents present 
and what he asks them to keep se- 
cret they keep out of print. It's an 
unwritten law. 


The senate is debating now how 


to prevent leaks, how to prevent roll 
calls from getting into the press. It 
Is being suggested that the only safe 
way to keep senate proceedings con- 
fidential is to Invite members of the 
pre~ • to attend the executive ses- 
sions. They would then be trader 
the same seal of confidence that cor- 
respondents are when they attend 
the White House conferences with 
the press. 
Some newspaper repre- 


sentatives probably would decline to 
attend executive sessions of the sen- 
ate under a seal of confidence but 
that Is also true of some correspond- 
ents who stay away 
from White 


House press conferences. 


PRIVACY NEEDED 


The main reason for an executive 


•session of the senate Is to deal with 
appointments 
and 
confirmations 


thereof. 
They are private sessions' 


because personalities are discussed. 
All sorts of things are said In the 
privacy of the senate chamber which 
would do much harm to the Individ- 
ual discussed if they were printed 
and the difliculties of ever getting 
capable men to enter the public ser- 
vice would be immeasurably Increas- 


, ed if they knew that opposition sen- 
ators could rake up an their business 
and personal affairs and spread them 
on the pages of the newspapers. 


The discussion of a treaty in ex- 


ecutive session has long- been a cus- 
tom but the recent trend has been 
toward open sessions to consider 
foreign relations. 


Senator Curtis has been talking 


about the possible application of sen 
ate rules to deprive correspondents 
of floor privileges if they violate the 
confidence of the senate Such a step 
would be vigorously opposed by cor- 
respondents generally for the news- 
paper representative who printed the 
roll call followed a custom which has 
long prevailed, making news of ex- 
ecutive sessions fit prey for the news

ber general election. 


RESOLUTIONS ALIKE 


In the assembly,

was brought in by Frank L. Pres- 
cott, Milwaukee, who was treasurer 
of the Milwaukee-co. Kohler-for-Gov- 
ernor club.

It was after a successful campaign 


for re-election in 1851 that action 
r gainst Judge Hubbell was

mened. He was acquitted

charges against him by U.e state 
senate. 


During the 1851 campaign many 


charges of a personal nature were 
i».ade against Hubbell. His bitter 
est critic wao Sherman M. Booth, 
editor of the Milwaukee Free Dem- 
ocrat, who was later a storm center 
of the anti-slavery movement. 


Shortly after his election, Judge 


Hubbell criticized a jury in Milwau- 
kee for an acquittal verdict in a 


r trial, exclaiming, "May G>>d 


have mercy on your consciences," 
The following year, 1853, the fore- 
man of the jury presented to the 
Assembly at Madison a statement 
accusing Judge Hubbell of "high 
crimes, misdemeanors, and malfeas- 
ances in office."

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RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION 
There are said to be about 2,000 rail- 


roads in this country. Whatever may 
be the merits of "small business units" 
in general, few Americans nowadays 
have a good word to say for small 
roads. The public has become used to 
big business, especially in transporta- 
tion, and today is friendly rather than 
hostile to consolidations. Congress re- 
flected this attitude when the present 
transportation act was passed. But for 
various reasons the merging of the na- 
tion's rail lines into 20 or 30 big, far- 
reaching and effective systems, hoped 


• for by congress and public, has not yet 


been effected. 


The Interstate Commerce commis- 


sion, charged with the responsibility 
for supervising such mergers, blames 
the railroads for lack of action. Many 
railroad men blame the commission, 
declaring that it has obstructed their 
efforts and by its severe requirements 
made consolidations almost impossible. 
However this may be, the commission 
is n<Jw reported as having adopted for 
. itself a constructive program of con- 
solidation. This is pleasant news after 
all the bickering and delay of recent 
years. 


A proper re-grouping of .railroad 


lines in larger units, under responsible . 
management, would mean full speed 
ahead for American 
transportation. 


The railroads are doing pretty well as 
matters stand, but might do better 
-with more centralized control and 
more logical division of territory. Al- 
ways provided that the government, 
through a strong Interstate Commerce 
commission, shall have the last word 
to say. 


CHILD LABOR DAY 


On January 26, 27 and 28 Child La- 


bor Day will be observed throughout 
the .country. The observance is spread 
over three days in order to give all re- 
ligious, civic and school groups oppor- 
tunity to take part 


The purpose of this annual obser- 


vance is mainly educational. The Na- 
tional Child Labor committee uses the 
occasion to set before the public its 
investigations, reports and minimum 
standards of child labor. It urges clubs, 
schools, churches, and the press 
to 


find out the facts about child labor in 
their own communities, to compare 
4htir own conditions with the commit- 
tee'* minimum standards and with the 
standards of the most forward states. 
Wherever there is need for further 
improvement, the committee hopes 
that the publicity and educational ef- 
forts of Child Labor Day will set the 
Machinery in motion to effect it 


The dangers of the employment of 


children in gainful 
occupations are 


that the youngsters lose the education 
and play they need, that their health is 
impaired even when they do not re- 
ceive specific injuries to eyes or limbs, 
and that their opportunity for future 
progress may be lost by too early em- 
ployment. There has been much prog- 
ress in recent years in the protection 
of children, but many well-meaning 
cities would be astonished to learn 
how fflnch has not been done. The last 
few days of the month will provide a 
fine opportunity to find out what is 
what in this situation and to start do- 
ing something about it

With the peace treaty out of the 


way, there is plain sailing for the 
cruiser bill. It will 
probably 


through with less struggle than 
rival. 


There is not much question about 


the measure, • except in details. There 
is opposition to the proppsed scope of 
construction. The number of cruisers 
to be authorized may be curtailed. An- 
other point at issue is the modification 
of the clause providing1 a definite time 
for starting work on the 
warships. 


The program 
requires laying down 


five cruisers each year for three years. 
Construction might be halted in case 
of a new international agreement ac- 
tually effected, but nbt otherwise. 


The president does not like so rigid 


a plan. Many private citizens do not 
like it. Previous experience has shown 
the advantage of leaving the president 
more discretion in regard to naval 
building programs, so that 
warship 


construction may go ahead or halt 
according to the status of diplomatic 
negotiations. Otherwise it is awkward 
to negotiate with other naval powers 
on disarmament proposals. Disarma- 
ment is what we really need, rather 
than more cruisers.

SPLIT FINGER NAIL 


Once a finger nail has been split 


lengthwise It la difficult and some- 
times Impossible to remedy ft. As 
the nail grows out the apex of the 
split remains at 
about the same 


place, despite all forms of protective 
dressings or devices. 


An ingenious method has been in- 


troduced by Dr. Win, W. Carter of 
New Tork. He. advises the patient 
to let the nafl_.grow about three- 
eighths inch beyond the end of the 
finger. Then he makes three oppos- 
ing holes on «ach side of the slit, 
using: a drill made with a cambric 
needle. Through the holes he pass- 
es a fine, strong suture or thread, 
known as OOO^Mermal suture, which 
is elastic, and with this sews the two 
edges of the split together. 
The 
elasticity of the suture is Important, 
for it must make constant tension. 
When the nail grows out the dis- 
tance between two sutures, the dis- 
tal end of the nail Is pared and an- 
other suture Inserted near the end 
of the finger. This process is kept 
up untfl the apex of the split is well 
beyond the end of the finger. Then 
the nan is trimmed and the split Is 
gone. It takes weeks or more to- 
accomplish the cure. 


There lg no evident reason why 


any one with a split nail should not 
do this operation himself or have a 
friend do it for him. It Is painless 
and require no other 
antisepsis 


than ordinary soap and water clean- 
nness.

AN EXPATRIATED WRITER 
Glenway Wescott, the talented 


young Wisconsin writer who last, year 
won the Harper prize with his fine 
book, "The Grandmothers" ha« fol- 
lowed that effort with a volume of' 
short stories and essays that h* 
calls "Goodbye Wisconsin." 


The title is significant, 
almost 


tragically so for those who telieve 
that a writer of fiction can do his 
best work In the place where his 
roots are. 
Glenway Wescott, In 


spite of his extreme youth, Is al- 
ready a figure in American letters 
to reckon with and he Is potentially 
a genuine force in the literature of 
America, He Is not In any sense 
negligible. If he were It would make 
very little difference what his atti- 
tude was to the home scene. 
"' 


In "Goodbye Wisconsin" Wescott 


seems to be taking leave not only of 
his home state but of that large 
vague section known as the "middle' 
west." For "Wisconsin" Is merely 
used as another way of saying "mid- 
dle west." Not only is he saying 
goodbye to It In the sense that he 
is going elsewhere to live; he Is say- 
ing goodbye spiritually and aestheti- 
cally. He is cutting himself loose 
from the place to which he was born. 
Apparently he has weighed it and 
found it wanting. So he has gone 
to Southern France and has endeav- 
ored to make distance help him to 
get a correct focus 6n the middle 
west. 


When "The Grandmothers" was 


published it was pointed out that the 
young author could see the people at 
home better across an ocean than 
would be possible for him If he had 
remained at home. He was able to 
put them into perspective and have 
a good look at them. Hence the very 
remarkable portraits in that fine ' 
book, we were told. 


Which is probably correct. It is 


often good for a writer to hold off 
his characters a little and to look 
at them from a little distance. But 
that is very different from taking 
nermanent leave of them. Robert 
Frost also left 
his New England 


neighbors for a time but he found 
he had to return to them to prevent 
the well of his poetry from going 
dry.

Research Group Remedies 


Disorder Beyond Help of 
Medicine 


Cambridge, Mass —(IP)— In order 


to correct a 
condition of eye in- 


Jury, heretofore beyond the scope 
of medicine, a method of recording 
the act of -vision 
electrically 
has 


been 
discovered 
by a research 


group at Harvard University. 


The electrical recording 
is made 


possible by a machine that applies 
thread-like electrodes 
to the eye. 


Their successful use Is based 
on 


the well known fact that chemical 
changes can be 
record.d electric- 


ally, and the construction 
of the 


apparatus 
to 
record 
chemical 


changes that are believed to take 
place in the eye at the moment of 
vision. 


The instruments 
were perfected 


by Prof. E. I. Chaffee of the Cruft 
Laboratory at Harvard. The speci- 
fic chemical change sought by Pro- 
fessor Chaffee and his collaborators 
is in a. substance known as visual 
purple (rhodopsin). 
This substance 


is associated intimately 
with 
the 


nerve tips that record and transmit 
vision. It is dissolved by light, 
and this dissolving Is the chemical 
reaction measured in electricity. 


Thus far the experiments 
have 


been confined to the eyes of anim- 
als, such as horned toads, frogs and 
mice.

New York—(/P)—The bond market 


in 1928 suffered a partial eclipse by 
the stock market. 


It was neither weak, nor strong-, 


just neglected and dull as the invest- 
ing public became stock-minded and, 
inspired by sudden and wide profits 
made in stock trades, saw no attrac- 
tion in the slow and comparatively 
small return from bonds. 


All the economic factors seemed to 


work against the market. Export of 
more than $500,000,000 in gold and 
stock market expansion of credit and 
advance in money rates which was 
quickly reflected 
hi reduced bond 


sales and prices. 


While the market has a fair back- 


log of institutional buying orders, 
this business declined when a change 
in the law expanded the possibilities 
of institutional investment by adding 
preferred stocks to the legal list. Cor- 
porations developed a tendency to do 
their new financing through stock is- 
sues, rather than bond offerings. 


MONEY RATES ROSE 


Time money rates, 
which opened

Industry from This Country 


Is Gaining Strong Foot 
hold in Southern Land 


In "Hex Trial" 


BY RODNEY BUTCHER 


Washington—The last few years 


hav* seen a great infiltration into 
the Argentine not only of branch of- 
fices of North American firms, but 
also of production plants. 


High tariffs have speeded indus- 


trialization in the Argentine since 
the war and have made many large 
fortunes with the building up of in- 
fant industries and the country's in- 
creasing self-sufficiency. 


They also have 
brought North 


American plants within Argentine 
borders by making it so much more 
economical for the larger American 
manufacturers to make, or at least 
to finish, their products inside the 
duty wall. 


Trade experts expect a steady in- 


crease In the number of such branch 
factories and assembly plants. They 
•ee a large market for radio sets in 
Argentine and a healthy develop- 
ment of aviation. There will be more 
and more of a demand for compli- 
cated manufactures such as type- 
writers and adding: machines. 
* * • 


American public utilities also have 


been branching out and only recent- 
ly the International Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, an American 
concern, took 
over the Argentine 
system. 
One can now telephone 


from Buenos Aires to Chile, Rio de 
Janeiro or Uruguay, and the day is 
foreseen when International will op- 
erate a telephone network all over 
South America, with the hope of 
covering territory up to the United 
States-Mexican border. 


The Armour Packing 
Company 


has several big plants in the Argen- 
tine. Swift has two or three and Wil- 
son one. These sell to the local mar- 
ket, exporting some hides and a lit- 
tle canned 
meat 
to the United 


States. 
Some American automobile com- 


panies have complete Argentine as- 
sembly plants and others do partial 
assembling. 
* * • 


The International Portland 
Ce- 


ment Company has a branch factory 
in Buenos Aires province and sup- 
plies the bulk of the cement used In 
Argentine. 
International Harvester 


assembles its agricultural machinery 
In two or three plants of its own. 


Kolynof, racking its product with- 


in the tariff wall, sells about 35 per 
cent of the toothpaste used In the 
country. Eastman Kodak has a man- 
ufacturing plant 
and the Victor 
Talking Machine Company is build-

meat market offering its contrlbu 
tlon—to be scanned and then hung 
in the parlor or relegated to the back 
bedroom — only the large business 
places continue the practice. 
And 


even their distribution is carefully 
controlled. The calendar today is 
presented more as a New Year greet- 
ing than as an advertising stunt, 
and usually 
the list is carefully 


culled and only a chosen few favored. 


The calendar of today is chiefly of 


two types—the large calendar with 
lots of notation space—the joy of 
the farmer and the businessman; and 
the copies of old masters in 
art 


which usually find their way Into a 
frame and then into the living room. 
Though there are still the small cal- 
endars of the long eye-lashed, clear 
skinned girls posing before a French 
window of the mother tucking in the 
kiddies of the girl holding a horse 
and the boys fishing in the pond, they 
are slowly giving way to the more 
practical and more expensive calen- 
dars.

ZING MINING NOW 


UNIMPORTANT IN 


BADGER INDUSTRY 


Activity Has Passed Through* 


Period of. High Production 
in Wisconsin 


Madison — W)—Zinc mining, for- 


merly an important 'Wisconsin in- 
dustry, has passed through its peri- 
od of high production and probably 
never will be in that position again, 
according to E. R. Shorey 
of the 


school of engineering, University of 
Wisconsin. Mrs. Shorey was for ten 
>ears superintendent of the Vinegar 
Hill Zinc Co., with a mine 
three 


miles northeast of Hazel Green. 


The mine, which has been re-open- 
, Js important, Mr. Shorey says, 


but can hardly lead to the former 
activity that characterized 
south- 


western Wisconsin He said the ore 
is of good giade and the area has 
been productive, but new fields of 
competition 
have been, opened in 


Missouri, Oklahoma 
and Kansas 


since the war, and, as a result, 
many Wisconsin mines must depend 
on the combined income of zinc min- 
ng and the manufacture of its by- 
product sulphuric acid. 


The new Badger mine, owned by 


the Vinegar Hill company, Is one of 
the croup In the zinc district be- 
tween Plattevllle and Hazel Or«en. 
This district, K. P. Bean, state geol- 
ogist, says, has a history both Inter- 
esting and Instructive. Long before 
the white man, Indian tribes worked 
the lead veins. They smelted lead by 
using bags of buckskin for drawing 
the ore out, and placing it in bas- 
kets in dry logs set in a hole. The 
logs were lighted and the ore was 
melted and fell to the bottom.

ents over the state show 6,451 teach 
ers of one-room rural schools o: 
which 1,470 or 23 per cent are grad- 
uates of state normal schools. In 
1924 there were 920 of the rura 
teachers that were state norma 
school graduates. County normals 
supplied most of the teachers for 
the one-room schools. 


Nearly 50 per cent or 901 of the 


1,829 state graded school teachers 
were, graduates of state teachers 
colleges and increase continued into 
rural elementary teachers, where 71 
per cent or 1,097 of the 1,537 were 
normal graduates.

By that date Miss Ka- 
therine Seymour Day, a descendant 
of Harriet Beecher Stowe and head 
of the memorial committee, hopes 
to have received the sum asked by 
the present owners of the property. 
The figure fixed under the option is 
$155,000, and an additional $45,000 
is being sought to meet repairs and 
provide furnishings and 
mainten- 


ance. Efforts to save the home as a 
shrine began nine years ago. 


In this rambling old structure on 


Fkrmington avenue, Samuel L. Cle- 
mens, better known as Mark Twain, 
lived until 1891. 


Here he wrote "Tom 
Sawyer," 


"Huckleberry linn," "The Prince 
and the Pauper" and other books. 
His close neighbors included Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, author of "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,' and Charles Dudley 
Warner. 


Here such noted literary figures 


as William Dean Howells, Rudyard 
Kipling, Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich, 


Bret Harte and others were Mark 
Twain's guests. 


As a shrine the house would re- 


veal Twain's eccentricities. Restored 
as the author himself arranged it, 
the kitchen would face the street 
"that the servants might watch the 
circus parade without having to run 
through the house." The place where 
his billiard table and famous barrel 
of cigars stood would be indicated.
